Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative wanted to discuss the differences in the 
prior art as opposed to the claim limitations of the invention. Applicant's representative contended that the prior art did 
not show the presentation of deactivating the active reel segments when a discontinue symbol and then spinning the 
active reels again until the discontinue symbols appeared. However, the Examiner contended that the claims as they 
currently stood, simply described the process of a normal game machine where the reels are spun until the desired reel 
stop position is met After some further discussion, it was noted that the applicant's invention could more clearly be 
defined by adding limitations that showed the machine checking for the discontinue after it had stopped the reels and 
then started to spin the reels that were still active and not in the deactivated state as shown by the discontinue symbol. 
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
